Majesty, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this prelent Parliament 
alfembled, and by the Authority of the fame, That an Adi, made

Manner of granting and iftuing fuch Licences, (Ball, from and after 
the ceafe and determine, and fhall be and the: 

fame are hereby repealed and made 'null and void, except fo far as: 
may concern the profecuting, filing for, and recovering of any Fines 
Penalties, or Forfeitures, for any Offence againft the. faid Abls or 
any of them,, committed before the laid. 

And whereas it is expedient that the Power of granting Licences 
for the Sale of Spirituous Liquors,, Wine r Beer,. Ale, and Cyder, 
by retail in Ireland , fhould be veiled in the Magiftrates of the 
feveral Counties w-hofe efpecial Duty it is to attend to the Peace of 
the Country, and to the Morals and Sobriety of the People ; BE it 
further Enabled, That at the General Seffions of the Peace, which 
fhall be held Yearly in. each County in the Month of April, before 
any Civil Bills fhall be proceeded upon, a Time and Place fhall be 
appointed by the Court, at which Special Seffions of the Peace are 
to be held, in each Barony or Half Barony of the County before thS 
following, for the Purpofe of fixing upon Perfons 
proper to be entrufted with the Sale of Spirituous Liquors, Wine, 
Beer, Ale, and Cyder, by Retail, within fuch Barony or Half Barony, 
and of ordering Licences to be iffued accordingly, which the Juflices ^ 
a-flembled at every fuch Special Seffions are hereby authorized and 
required to do. 

And be it further Enabled, That in cafe fuch Special Seffions 
fhall be omitted to be fo appointed for all or any of the Baronies 
or Half Baronies in the County, or in cafe there fhall not be a 
fufficient Attendance of Juflices on the Day appointed for any fuch 
Special Seffions, or in cafe no Licence as aforefaid fhall be ordered 
to be iffued thereat for any Barony or Half Barony, it fhall be law- 
ful for the Juflices of the Peace, and they are hereby required at 
the next fucceeding General Seffions in to fix upon 

Perfons proper to be entrufted with fuch Sale within each and 
every fuch Barony or Half Barony, and to order Licences to be 
iffued accordingly in the fame Manner as Juflices might have done 
at a Special Seffions held within fuch Barony or Half Barony, 
under the Provifions of this Acl;. and every Abl done at fuch

Knowledge and Belief, have fully paid His Majefty’s Duties, and

Provided always, and be it Enacled, That no Difiiller or

Condudl or Duty of Retailers, and fhall caufe fuch Abilra£l to be 
brnig up or polled in the moft public part of the Houle of fuch 
Perfon, and fhall preferve and keep the fame fo hung up or polled 
during the Time fuch Perfon fhall continue to fell Spirituous Liquors 
by retail, or in Default thereof fhall for every Day in which fuch 
Abftradl fhall at any Time be omitted to be f© hung up or polled, 
upon Proof thereof before any Magiflrate or Juflice of the Peace,

and fuch Fine, when levied, fliall be paid one Moiety to the Profe-

And whereas in confequence of the Alteration in the Mode of 
collefting the Duty on Licences to Retailers, under this Aft, the 
Collectors of Excite in the feveral Diftrifts will lole the Fees anti 
Sums of Money heretofore payable to them thereon; BE it there- 
fore Enafted, That during fuch Time as the feveral Perfons who 
hold the Office of Collectors of Excite in their refpeftive Diftrifts 
in Ireland , on the lhall continue to hold and ■ 

enjoy the fame, it thaii and may be lawful for the Commiffioners of 
Excife to pay to fuch Collectors refpeftively, or by an Order under 
the Hands of fuch Commiffioners, to allow fuch Collectors to deduct 
and retain out of any Money in their Hands fuch Sum and Sums 
of Money as (halt appear to the laid Commiffioners, in confequence 
of. the Returns herein required to be made by the feveral Clerks of 
the Peace in Manner aforefaid, to be equal to the Sum or Sums of 
Money which fuch Collectors would refpeftively have been legally 
entitled to have received on the granting of all luch Licences Within 
their refpeftive Diftrifts, in cafe the Duty on fuch Licences had 
been continued to be paid to luch Collector in Manner directed by 
any Act or Afts relative to luch Licences . in force, in Ireland, before 5*

And be it further Enafted, That it fhallbe lawful for any Juftice 
of the Peace, within his jurildiftion, to adminifter any Oath or 
Oaths prelcribed or required by this Aft ; and that if any Per&n 
who (hall take any fuch Oath lhall wilfully and knowingly fwear 
faliely therein, every fuch Perfon being duly convicted thereof lhall 
fuffer the Pains and Penalties to which Perfons guilty of wilful and 
corrupt Perjury are or lhall be lubjeCt. 

And be it further Enafted, That every Retailer lhall Daily enter 
in a Book to be kept by luch Retailer the Quantity and Quality of 
Spirituous Liquors fold by fuch Retailer during that Day ; and that 
it lhall and mav be lawful for any Surveyor of Excife, or any Officer 
or Officers of Excife, of the Diftrift in which any fuch Retailer 
lhall refute, from time to time and at all feafonable Hours in the 
Daytime to enter into all or any of the Houfes, Warehoufes, 
Storehoufes, Shops, Cellars, Vaults, and Rooms of any luch Re- 
tailer, and into any Place where any Spirituous Liquors, Wine, 
Beer, Ale, or Cyder,, belonging to any fuch Perfon lhall be, and 
■to take an Account of the Quantity of all Spirituous Liquors, 
Wine,. Beer, Ale, and Cyder contained in any fuch Houle, 
Warehoufe,. Shop, or other Piace refpeftively, and to demand 
the Book hereinbefore mentioned in order to examine or take 5 3 
Copies or Extrafts thereof ; and if any fuch Officer or Officers 
■of Excife lhall not, on demand made .by him or them, at any 
fuch Houle, Warehoufe, Shop or other Place, be admitted there- 

in, or (hall not be differed to take luch Accounts as aforeiaid,

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or if any Perfon fo licenfed fhall negleCt or refufe to produce 
fuch' Book to fuch Officer, or to ffiew or caufe to be ffiewn to 
fuch Officer all the Spirituous Liquors, Wine, Beer, Ale, or 
•Cyder in every fuch -Houfe, Shop, Warehoufe, or other Place, 
every Retailer offending therein, or negleCting to keep fuch Book, 
and to make true and faithful Entries therein of all Spiritu- 
ous Liquors fold by fuch Retailer by retail, fhall for every fuch 
Offence forfeit the Sum of Britifh Currency ; 

•and if fuch Retailer fhall offend therein a Second Time during the 
xontinuance of his or her Licence, fuch Licence fhall from and 
after the Second Conviction be null and void. 

And be it further EnaCted, That in cafe any ACtion or Suit 
fhall be brought or commenced againft any Perfon or Perfons for 
any Matter or Thing by him or them done or executed by virtue of 
or in purfuance of this A6t, fuch Adtion or Suit fhall be commenced 
within Months next after the alledged Caufe of ACtion 

fhall accrue, and fhall be laid in the proper County where fuch al- 
53 ledged Caufe of Adtion fhall have arifen or begun, and the Defen- 
dant or Defendants in fuch Adtion may plead the General Iffue, and 
give this Adt and the fpecial Matter in Evidence at any Trial to be 
had thereupon, and that the fame was done in purfuance of and 
by the Authority of this A6b ; and if a Verdidt fhall pafs for the 
Defendant or Defendants, or the Plaintiff or Plaintiffs fhall become 
nonfuited, or difcontinue his, her, or their Adtion or Profecution, or 
Judgment fhall be given againft him, her, or them upon Demurrer 
or otherwife, then fuch Defendant or Defendants fhall have 
Cofls awarded to him, her, or them againft fuch Plaintiff or
